HUMANITY AND LOVE LAGS BEHIND 
BRAIN SPEED 


Every day now we see truly marvelous 
things—miracles as wonderful as any re- 
corded in the annals of seripture or the 
lore of Araby. We see powerful ma- 
chines tearing around the country in 
clouds of dust and smoke at the rate of a 
mile a minute. We sce popping boats 
scudding the surface of the bay at a speed 
of fifty miles an hour. We see strange 
vehicles with wings like a bird and fins 
like a fish skim the surface of the water 
and then mount into the ether and sail 
away with the grace and speed of a gull. 
What are the Seven League Boots of fairy 
lore compared with the transportation 
miracles wrought by modern genius? 

Every day we are reminded that “we 
live in a wonderful age.’’ The very ex. 
pression has become trite—so trite that it 
makes no impression on our minds. We 
turn away with enui from sights that 
would have held the pioneers of the land 
speelbound with awe. We are so accus- 
tombed to the marvelous that no miracle of

“‘The good old davs’’ is a sentimental 
delusion. A day of 1917 is worth a vear 
of 1817. Life is not to be measured by 
time, but by experience. The school- 
hoy of today has lived more, learned more, 
experienced more than the patriarch of the 
colonial era. The ancient who sighs for 
“the good old) days’? is doubtless sincere, 
but he would make a condition of his re- 
turn to those days his ability to take back 
with him the fruits of the newer time. 

Civilization has taken a tremendous 
spurt forward in the last two decades, but 
there is room for reasonable doubt as to 
Whether our progress in scienee and in- 
vention has been paralleled in the relig- 
ious, political and social spheres. Has the 
liman side of life kept pace with our me- 
Chaiical advaneement? 

Rehgion has taken lone strides since 
the Middle Ages, when blood reddened the 
fields of Europe and Asia because of it: it 
has advanced tremendously since the days 
of the Pilgrim Fathers and the Salem 
witches. — But religion still lags far be- 
hind the procession. Doctrine still holds 
precedence over decd, law still is para- 
mount to love, creed still overshadows 
Christ. Men are still blindly overlooking 
the human brother in striving for the fav- 
or of a divine father; still splitting straws 
of theology while the harvest wastes 
away. Superstition still represses free- 
dom of thought, and dogma still threatens 
the questioner. 

Political progress has been notable, in- 
decd, since the great American experiment 
in republicanism was begun. The leaven 
has spread throughout the whole world, 
even to China and the farther isles. And 
yet we find the old fetieh of popular in- 
capacity for self-government. still wor- 
shipped in’ the very nursery of liberty, 
with the ancient rule of might exerting it 
self through the power of money and self- 
interest. We find the ‘poeket nerve’’ 
still most sensitive in the political make- 
up of thousands. We find women demand- 
ing the right of suffrage in vain in the 
very state where it was first written that 
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‘taxation without representation is  tyr- 
anny.’’ We find government in the states 
and the cities perverted by selfishness and 
prostituted to the usages of greed. 
Socially, we have traveled far since the 
days of feudal barons. And vet we find 
the gap between the fortunate and the un- 
fortunae constantly: growing wider: the 
rich grow richer, the poor poorer. While 
the markets stagger under overproduction, 
we find distress among the very toilers en- 


caeed in production, We find the very in 
ventions whieh should bless laumsnite per 
verted to Tax new bardens on the poor and 
add useless ineome to the aceumulations of 
the rich, We see little OMes robbed of 
their childhood and broken in body, souk, 


and mind, to make cheaper garments for 
the well-to-do and = vaster profits for the 
opulent. We see thousands of unborn 
Innocepts condemned to dtsease, blindness 
and imbecility out of deference to the 
greed of the parasites who thrive on eom- 
mercialized vice. 

Has the human side of life kept pace 
with our mechanical advancement? — The 
evidence seems to favor the negative. 

And vet, we have gained, slowly but 
surely. The awakening is here. Religion 
is rising to meet the enlarged thought and 
broader humanity; politics is steadily 
purging itself of autocracy and learning 
more about democracy; society is develop- 
ing the ‘‘social’’ and galvanizing its col- 
lective conscience into new sympathy and 
deeper understanding of the human broth- 
erhood.
